JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 22—

Baine told the Post-Dispatch 
the study had not progressed far 
enough to determine what the 
reduction would amount to and 
he declined to estimate whether 
it would be greater th-:n the 2 
per cent he had predicted in 
direct testimony in the first phase 
of the hearing last December. 


Questioned on Zone System. 


Questioned at some length on 
the propdsed zone system in the 
application, Baine was asked by 
Robert I. Neuman, attorney for 
Overland, whether he thought. the 
zone system operated by St. Louis 
County Transit Co. was a success 
or failure. : 

“Without a zone system, Coun- 
ty Transit would not be operating 
today,” he replied. He expressed 
the opinion the system was a suc- 


cess. 

He did not think such a system 
would lead to numerous delays 
at the zone points but conceded 
that collections would be “a little 
more difficult” if the busses were 
crowded. He said it was an oper- 
ating problem “we think we can 
take care of.” 

Example of Zone Operation. 

Asked by the Post-Dispatch for 
an illustration of the higher fares 
the proposed zone system would 
bring about, Baine said the pres- 
ent fare from Kirkwood to down- 
town and return was 33 cents. 
Under the new fare schedule and 
two additional zone fares of five 
cents each, the round trip would 
cost 56 cents. 

In cross-examination yesterday, 
Baine testified there was no neces- 
sity for the commission to estab- 
lish minimum transit service 
standards for the company but, if 
such rules were prescribed, the 
company would try to conform to 
them.

“I don’t know enough about 
the complex structure of a mine 
and a mining company to know 
which man or men should be held 
responsible for failure to rock- 
dust,” Hickman told the Post- 
Dispatch. 

Powdered rock dust, when 
mixed in sufficient amount with 
coal dust, helps smother an ex- 
plosion and prevent its spread. 
Illinois law requires a mine oper- 
ator to have rock dust spread in 
each mine area through the last 
open cross-cut, and in quantity 
sufficient to form a mixture that 
is at least 65 per cent incom- 
bustible. 

A coroner’s jury which received 
advice from Hickman in investi- 
gating the mine disaster made no 
recommendations on criminal 
action, Its verdict, yeturned last 
Friday, stated simply that the 
deaths were caused by an ex- 
plosion.

~ What Senator Kefauver did not 
know was that congressional 
friends of Speaker Sam Rayburn, 
who not only want Sam to rur 
for President but are jealous of 
their old Tennessee colleague in 
the House of Representatives, had 
carefully arranged to plant some 
anti-Kefauver poison with Tru- 
man, 

They had Congressman Mike 
Kirwan, of Youngstown, O., one 
of the most astute Democrats on 
Capitol Hill, call on the President 
just a few minutes before the 
Kefauver appointment for the 
purpose of prejudicing the Presi- 
dent. | 

Regardless of what Kirwan may 

have told Truman, it had no out- 
ward effect. 
' When the tall Senator from 
Tennessee entered, the President 
was most cordial. Kefauver was 
just as modest as Truman was 
genial. Probably he did not know 
about the strategy to prejudice 
the President, but, if he had 
known, his strategy could not 
have been better. 

In his usual slow Tennessee 
drawl, Kefauvyer recalled that he 
had always supported the Truman 
program, had gone down the line

‘what these proposed expenditures are—the price 
which the American people are called on to pay 
as a means of preserving peace in the world.

‘as Mr: Truman estimates to fight the war in 
Korea and join in the general defense against 
Communist expansion we can only guess at how 
astronomical the sum would be if World War III 
were to occur, 

Two aspects of the President’s message stand 
out. First is the Administration’s frank admis- 
sion that this budget will run $14,400,000,000 be- 
yond revenue if new taxes are not voted. Since 
the mood of Congress in an election year is 
against new taxes, it remains to be seen how this 
struggle between the executive and legislative 
branches will turn out. 

If Congress stands pat against new levies then 
the Administration has its choice of only two 
courses—run this large deficit or cut down on 
its outlays. 

To a degree it is already doing the latter and 


* this*is the second noteworthy aspect of the mes- 


sage. As Raymond P. Brandt, chief Washington 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch reminds us 
in his report of the budget message, the defense 
leaders have thougnt in terms of 1953 or 1954 
as the crucial year because by then the Russians 
might have a sufficient stock-pile of atomic 
bombs to undertake an all-out war. 

Mr. Truman’s budget shows that he has 
trimmed back prospective defense expenditures 
so as to extend the time of preparation over to 
1955 as the peak danger year. Thus the White 
House takes its own “calculated risk.” 


Whether the Administration has chosen cor- 
rectly in all its reductions we would not pre- 
sume to say. The idea, however, of scrutinizing 
military expenditures is all to the good. Con- 
gress, along with the executive branch, must 
find the way between the risks of not providing 
enough defense for safety and of providing so 
much that the economy is severely damaged. 

All the Pentagon’s requests for funds need 
careful review so that those which are fully justi- 
fied are not undercut by requests which can 
safely be passed over. The same can be said 
for all expenditures. 

The world being what it is, Mr. Truman is 
wise to assume that this state of affairs may be 
with us for “a long time to come” and that con- 


. sequently every effort should be made to avoid 


production peaks and troughs. Congress should 
make the same assumption and so should the 


‘people back home. If we do, we will not only 


need to spend less in the end, but we will get 
more for what we do spend.

Treaties and Trade 


Most Americans probably take it for granted 
that the Senate will approve the Japanese peace’ 
treaty when it gets around to it. But Japanese 
Premier Shigeru Yoshida wants to be sure of 
ratification. And that is why, it is assumed, he 
wrote to John Foster Dulles, chief American 
negotiator of the treaty, that Japan is prepared 
to conclude a treaty with Chiang Kai-shek’s gov- 
ernment on Formosa, and that Tokyo will enter 
into no agreement with Communist China. 

No doubt, quite a few Senators were glad to 
hear this. But when the letter was made public 
last week by the Japanese Foreign Office, it was 
met by immediate and strong criticism—espe- 
cially in Tokyo and London. 

The British complained that the Yoshida-Dul- 
les letter had been drawn up behind their backs, 
and that it violated the San Francisco agreement 
to have neither the Chinese Nationalists nor the 
Chinese Reds involved in the peace-making. Re- 
lations with either or both was to be left to the 
Japanese; and quite frankly the British hoped 
that, once the Korean fighting was ended, Japan 
would make some sort of a deal with the Chi- 
nese Communists. 

No particular softness toward the Reds is in- 
volved in the British hopes. Realistically, Lon- 
don sees Japan as an industrialized nation of 
84,000,000 people who must resume their old 
trade with China to achieve economic stability. 
With this market closed, the Japanese already 
have turnéd toward Malaya and other Asian 
markets which Britain feels it must rétain if it 
is to bring its own economy back onto an even 
keel, 

Japanese criticism of the Yoshida letter came 
in various tones of »olitical coloration, but busi- 
ness men were even more outspoken than poll- 
ticians, They too talked about the Chinese mar- 
ket. A year ago Premier Yoshida himself said: 
“Red or white, China remains our next door 
neighbor. Economic laws will, I believe, -prevail 
in the long run over any epeclonian differ- 
ences.” —

Mr. Fitzgerald’s state- 
ment confirms what was known, but his ideas of 
price are not for immediate consumption. 
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Applicants or Suspects? 

Defense Secretary Robert A. Lovett says that 
his department no longer will submit job appli- 
cants to lie detector tests. The. announcement 
came after a vigorous protest last week by Sen- 
ator Wayne Morse of Oregon. The Senator said 
that the use of this machine in other than crim- 
inal cases was “repugnant, foreign and outra- 
geous.” We believe that most Americans will 
agree with him. 

Like any other employers, government depart- 
ments certainly may and should make a careful 
check on prospective employes. The more “sen- 
sitive” the job, the more careful this check 
should be. But to submit applicants to lie detec- 
tor tests as a matter of routine is an indignity 
that goes against the grain. 

Even more shocking is the now revealed 
practice of the Atomic Energy Commission of 
submitting thousands of employes to periodic 
lie detector tests after they have been hired. 

Also disturbing in this connection is the reve- 
lation that such tests have been secretly used by 
a number of federal departments. Even Robert 
Ramspeck, chairman of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, had been unaware this was going on. 

Where there is no breath of suspicion let 
alone a charge against a man, it is stultifying 
to ask him to submit to such tests and then 
not to say anything about them. This is hardly 
conducive to high morale and a healthy attitude 
toward a job. It is, in fact, just one more 
difficulty put in the way of getting people of 
integrity and self-respect for federal service. 

Senator Morse is sound in saying that he will 
introduce legislation against the practice unless 
it is dropped. 
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Strangling the Drug Traffic 

Federal Narcotics ER Anslinger’s 
report that use of drugs by juveniles has shown 
a “startling decline” in recent weeks is an en- 
couraging sign for the future. For it shows that 
the stiff new federal law is proving unusually 
effective. Continued strict enforcement should 
cut deeply into the evil drug traffic. 

The law aims to disrupt the retail trade in 
narcotics by setting up heavy and mandatory 
penalties for Convicted peddlers, those heart- 
less salesmen who profit at the expense of 
broken young lives. Minimum sentences which 
must be imposed range from a $2000 fine and 
two-to-five years imprisonment for first offend- 
ers to 10-to-20 years. for those convicted a third 
time. 

Anslinger predicted last November when the 
law became effective that it would result in a 
noticeable decline in the illegal traffic within 
six months. That the decline has been observed 
first among the teen-age population is heart 
warming; that it has been as sharp a decline is 
even more s0. 
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Douglas vs. Cain on MVA

have which would be excessive? The strongest 
power possessed. by the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, the prototype of unified management, 
is that of eminent domain, and any privately- 
owned electric utility company has that power. 

If Senater Cain expects a proposed new agen- 
cy of unified management to possess a plan, 
full-blown, before it is created, we can only say 
that this is an ingenuous notion, not without 
its charm, but unrealistic. As to asking for a 
blank check, TVA has never asked Congress for 
a blank check, and it is impossible to conceive 
of any development agency doing so. 

Finally, Senator Cain offers ho facts to sup- 
port his contention that a single agency work- 
ing on a single plan would do a less satisfactory 
afid more costly job than the existing hodge- 
podge of agencies and plans. 

Senator Douglas cites as proof of his conten- 
tions the accomplishments of the TVA. Anyone

“Hozyain” is sobering, “The Old Man” 
is affectionate. The Soviet apparatus even 
tries to regulate emotions. The children 
are taught to chant, “Thank you, Comrade 
Stalin, for a happy life.” 

Terror alone does not make an effective 
dictatorship. The modern despot must 
also exercise control over words. The 
totalitarian nationalization of industry is a 
minor. event compared to the nationaliza- 
tion of human beings ‘and of the vocabu- 
lary. In fact, the Kremlin controls its citi- 
zens because it controls their use of words. 


Words in Place of Truth 


“Demagogic vacuum” correctly charac- 
terizes the situation in the U.S.S.R., where 
words in which no one believes have taken 
the place of ideas and truth. The Soviet 
regime is the inferno of intellectuals. 


In the abject service of the state words 
undergo distortion and with them the = 
sonalities of men, basic theories, and 
damental moral values. Nothing*is sacred 
where words are profaned. 

Words ‘are the blind oxen of Soviet 
politics. They are used to plow under 
men’s brains. 

A petty dictator Would be satisfied with 
his om freedom to lie. But Stalin is no 
petty dictator. He realizes that his free- 
dom to lie would be imperiled if anybody 
told the truth. 

The meaning of words changes with 
time and space, and this may create a 
tolerance for the national abuse of such 
a word as “democracy.” But when Trotz- 
ky disappears from Soviet history books, 
except as a Fascist spy, and Stalin emerges

Conversation or communication consti- 
tutes the basis of a friendship, and 
friendship is a rare article in Communist 
Russia because few persons trust their 
words to the keeping of their fellows. The 
political police has ways of unlocking the 
strong boxes where men store confidences. 
The same difficulty robs family life of 
some of its intimacy. 

Self-preservation is the most highly 
developed trait of the new Soviet man; it 
has stimulated the evolution of two sets 
of words. One is for himself and perhaps 
for one or two others, the second is for 
public consumption. To insure safety he 
talks like a Pravda editorial or a manifes- 
to; indeed, he does not talk, he declaims 
with emphasis and perspiration. 

Russia is the home of double-talk. This 
is the opposite of integrity. It is the dis- 
integration of personality. It is schizo- 
phrenia on a national scale. The abnormal 
becomes normal in the abnormal political 
climate of Russia. 

The rulers are, of course, not ignorant 
of the prevalence of double-talk and 
double-mind. But it serves a useful pur- 
pose. It induces a loss of self-respect. 
Fear has produced a conformist who is 
aware of his debasement. The man with 
less self-respect is easier to rule. He bows 


his head in shame, and in that position 


the yoke falls naturally into place. 


A Gulf With the People 


In the privacy of their own minds, and 
in the tiniest circle of trusted friends, 
some Soviet citizens seek to preserve the 
spark of their own individuality, the more 
so since it is always under such fierce 
attack. This tendency is rigidly perse- 
cuted. It persists. 

Even in recent years Soviet authors 
have written in one style for publication 
and in another for themselves and a few 
friends. Several of the pieces that circu- 
late privately in Russia are being repro- 
yo 5 anonymously in a new Russian lite- 
rary monthly edited by ex-Soviet Writers 
now in Germany and published with money 
from the Fund for Intellectual Freedom, 
founded by Arthur Koestler and friends. 

There is opposition in Russia, else the 
Kremlin would not maintain and intensify 
the dictatorship. The opponents cannot 
act to overthrow or change the Govern- 
ment.. Their highest hope is a minimum 
of self-defense against official attacks on 
their personalities. 

Such is the gulf between Kremlin and 


people, and such is the chaos generated by ° 
the dishonesty with words, that the Soviet 


Government does not know how far it 
gets with its propaganda. 


How Much Do They Believe? 


The technique, therefore, is to repeat, 
year in year out, month in month out, day 
in day out, all the simple statéments that 
Soviet citizens are the happiest and freest 
in the world, that there is no exploitation, 
that the Soviet workers own their factories, 
that collective farms are the finest flower 
of Socialism, that “The Great Stalin” is 
the origin of everything good, etc. 

Apparently, Stalin is not at all sure how 
much of. the people believe. There

The Goncourt Academy aptly described 
“The Castle of Argoal” as a prose work of 
the imagination. Gracq evokes a variety 
of moods with deft shadings of words.

Gracq won't 
tell—not even in an explanatory postscript 
to the reader. Entranced by the exquisite 
prose but exasperated by the incompre- 
hensibility of the plot the reader may well 
feel the way a French critic felt about an 
earlier work of the author: “One’s bore- 
dom is proportional to one’s admiration,” 
was hig summary. 

Julién Gracq states that writing is the 
“expression of the inexpressible,” and be- 
fore you are half a dozen pages deep in 
the book you begin to wortider if he is a 
perfect exponent of his own maxim. 
Briefly the story is this: On the grounds 
of his newly acquired castle of Argol, in 
Brittany, young Albert comes across an 
almost forgotten graveyard. He impul- 
sively carves the name Heide on one of 
the crosses. Heide is beautiful and lan- 
guorous. She is expected for a visit to 
the castle with Albert's friend Herminien. 
Heide becomes enamored with Albert and 
with passivity Herminien obServes this 
transfer of affection. A subtle duel of 
unexpressed thoughts ensues between the 
two friends. It is as if Heide were used 
only to forge a closer bond between them.

Art Finally Beats Out Politics 
In Artists’ Guild, Founded in 1866 


Board of Governors Sets: Up New ‘Prestige’ 
Unit for Practicing Artists After 
Bitter Fight. 


By HOWARD DERRICKSON 

The Artists’ Guild of St. Louis, 
which includes about twice as 
many art patrons as artists, got 


around today to honoring its 
artist members on the basis of 
esthetics, instead of politics and 
friendships. Founded in 1886, 
the organization achieved the 
change only at the climax of a 
bitter fight that has been going 
on for several months. 


Henceforth, the guild’s board 
of governors has decided, prac- 
ticing artist members will qualify 
for a new “prestige” unit through 
taking part in a number of open 
competitive exhibitions screened 
by jurors. Other members will be 
in other special sections, or will 
be relegated to the limbo of gen- 
eral membership. 

Admission to the guild’s “art 
section,” which the board dis- 
solved in authorizing establish- 
ment of the new body, had been 
based theoretically on. proven 
quality of performance. In prac-

Custom Honored in the Breach. 
“The tradition for years,” a 
guild officer said, “has been for 
you to bring your ‘works of art’ 
down and let the other members 
of the art section see them.

Approval of organization of the 
new section, as yet unnamed, was 
given by the board of governors 
following the signing of a peti- 
tion by 81 artist members of the 
guild. 

In announcing today that the 
new unit is open for members, 
Guild President Jim Harmon said 
its formation was intended to 
“stimulate creative activity of 
artists within the guild to merit

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| Washington “U. Chancellor 


Opens Midwest Conference 


on World Affairs. 


- Development of an understand- 
ing and a spirit that will bring 


| about a world in which freedom 


|and peace are possible is the 
| major task facing universities, 


Arthur H. Compton, chancellor of 
Washington University, said today. 
He addressed the opening ses- 


i sion of a two-day regional con- 
| ference on the place of univer- 


sities in world affairs. One hun- 
dred delegates from 40 colleges 
and universities of the Midwest 
are attending the conference at 
Washington University. 

The second speaker, Dr. How- 
ard Wilson, New York, executive 
associate of the Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International Peace, out- 
lined a four-fold program for 
colleges and universities to follow 
in promoting international rela- 
tions. 

This program would include 
realistic instruction in world af- 
fairs, research on the problems of 
international relations, making 
expert knowledge of faculties 
available to the public and close 
co-operation with universities 
abroad through exchange of stu- | 
dents and faculty co-operation. 


Chancellor Compton said there 
are factors working toward war 
and other factors working toward 
peace, but that, in his opinion, 
the United States can work out 
the military and economic prob- 
lems necessary to hold back the 
forces working for war at this 
time. 

He expressed the opinion there 
will not be a global war in the 
next few years. 

However, he said, we have not’ 
developed the kind of spirit need- 
ed to bring about a world in. 
which freedom exists and each | 
man is able to work out his own 
destiny. 

Chancellor Compton stressed 
the point that freedom and se- 
curity are not the same thing. 
“The most secure man in the 
world is the one who has been 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 
... Freedom is the ability to work 
toward the best that we know.”

‘NEW YORK, Jan. 22 (UP) — 
Robert Vogeler said last night he 
has arranged for the entry, into 
the United States of a former 
Russian officer who sought at the 
risk of his life to help him escape 
while he was a prisoner of Com- 
munist Hungary. ‘ 

Vogeler told of the escape plan 
in announcing that he had ar- 
ranged for Maj. Nikita Kabiakov 
and his wife and two children to 
come to the United States. 

The escape plot was arranged 
by Mrs. Vogeler and several So- 
viet officers, he said, and a gen- 
eral and a colonel disappeared 
after it was discovered, Kabiakov 
and his family fled to the Ameri- 
can zone of Austria. Vogeler’s re- 
lease was negotiated by the State 
Depattment. 

“Since my case was responsible 
for Kabiakov’s misfortune I have 
been trying to get him over here,” 
Vogeler said in an interview. “He 
is not a Communist. He has been 
working with the Allies.” 

In Vienna, the International

HERE are two points of view 
T over here that one encounters

One would expect this second 
point of view to be held largely 
by France, which has always had 
to keep in back of her mind the 
possibility of war with Germany. 
Such other nations as were in- 
vaded and occupied by Germany 
in World War II might also have 
these fears. 

But every now and then some- 
one who comes clear from out- 
side the European orbit surprises 
one by calmly announcing that 
the real reason for not giving 
too much military strength to 
Germany is that no one ever will 
be sure on which side Germany 
will use her strength.

ISTEN to what children have to say, always, but listen 

with an open and an understanding mind. Don’t take what 

they say at its surface value. Anything anybody says is 
rooted iri emotion, based on past experience, colored by desire. 
Wise parents know this and while they listen patiently and 
kindly they withhold their decisions until they have had time 
to interpret the child’s story. 

This is particularly important where school children are 
concerned. School is a big section of their lives, a world in 
which they live apart from their elders in the family circle. 
In this world there are the same competitions, jealousies, fail- 
ures, triumphs, the same human relations that are common- 
place in the big world. It is’ for the elders to interpret the 
reports from this school world with an understanding born of 
experience, and direct the child so as to make his school expe- 
riences function in the outside world in which he soon must 
function.

Rickety Tables

(CKETY TABLES are tables which shake and creak at 

the joints. They do not stand firmly on their legs. 

Because of their infirmity they are not intended to 
be used and are secreted in a corner. But when a sudden de- 
mand arises for tables they are forced into service. 

Rickety tables turn out to be the only available resting 
places for china, cut glass and other fragile objects. To add 
to the hazard, they are set ub in front of doorways and in 
other exposed spots where they may be brushed against by 
passers by. 

Thus a rickety table becomes a source of constant anx- 
fety. There will be scarcely a moment when the china and 
glass are not in imminent danger. of being brushed off or of 


sliding off, and when the table does not give signs of col- | 


lapsing under their weight. 

Unless a tragedy is to occur at least two re8ponsible per- 
sons present should volunteer to serve as a security guard. 
At the first sign of the table giving way one such volunteer 
could reach for the weak leg to steady it while the other 
stands with arms open ready to catch the glass and china as 
it slides off. 

It may be asked why rickety tables which have passed 
their prime are not discarded, They are net because they are 
‘prized as heirlooms. Even though they may be weak in the

W HEN I came off the subway | 


downtown Boston the wind 
off the bay was raw. I headed 
straight for Post Office Square,

There 
was none that meant anything to 
me except Davis. I had seen some 
booklets by him on racial ques- 
tions. It was with curiosity th 
I recalled that most of them were 
non-Communist publications, or 
purportedly so. 

In the weeks that followed I 
studied “The Worker” scrupul- 
ously. Out of its welter of double- 
talk I was able to trace the line 
of the Communist party on the 
paramount issues of the day— 
condemnation of “imperialist” 
war; agitation for extremist strikes 
in industry, particularly, I ob- 
served in defense industries; op- 
position to credits of sale of arms 
to “belligerents” in Europe; aid 


to “Free China;” repeal of the 
conscription law. 

There was no deviation from 
this in any of the publications of 
the. American Youth Congress or 
the Massachusetts Youth Council. 
Not all of the issues were seized 
so boldly. They were screened 
behind a solicitude for youth, and 
translated in terms of their effect 
on young people. Other issues, 
less controversial, surrounded the 
larger ones in the publications 
of the youth organizations. The 
Massachusetts Council; for ex- 
ample, placed its emphasis on 
jobs, education and job training, a 
cause which many non-Commu- 
nists would gladly espouse. But
